House Begins Debate on Iraq 


Measure would be a historie wartime rebuke of a president 


WASHINGTON! Democrats relentlessly assailed 
President Bush’s policy in Iraq as a cata- 
strophic failure Tuesday as the House plunged 
into momentous debate on a war that has lost 
public support and cost more than 3,100 U.S. 
troops their lives. “No more blank checks,” 
declared Speaker Nancy Pelosi. 

“This battle is the most visible part of a 
global war” against terrorists, countered the 
Republican leader. Rep. John Boehner, hop- 


ing to limit GOP defections on what loomed 
as an extraordinary wartime rebuke of the 
commander in chief. “If we leave, they will 
follow us home. It’s that simple.” 

The Democratic leadership set aside most 
of the week for the historic debate, expected 
to culminate in a vote on Friday on a bare- 
bones, nonbinding resolution that “disap- 
proves of the decision of President George W. 
Bush ... to deploy more than 20,000 addition- 


al United States combat troops to Iraq.” 

The 95 -word measure adds that “Congress 
and the American people will continue tc 
support and protect the members of the 
United States armed forces who are serv- 
ing or who have served bravely and honor- 
ably in Iraq.” 

The debate was Congress’ first on Iraq 
since Democrats gained control of the House 
and Senate in midterm elections shadowed 
by voter opposition to the war. Passage was

His political resume thin — he 
served just one term as Massachu- 
setts’ governor — Romney sought to

Contractor Sentenced in Iraqi Death 


Civilian to spend more 
than 8 years in prison 
for beating of detainee 

RALEIGH, N.C. I The first U.S. civil- 
ian to be charged and convicted 
for mistreating a detainee during 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
was sentenced Tuesday to nearly 
834 years in prison for beating an 
Afghan detainee who later died. 

Former CIA contract employee 
David Passaro, 40, was accused of 
beating Abdul Wall with a flash- 


light and kicking him in the groin 
during a two-day interrogation at a 
remote military base in Afghanistan 
in July 2003. 

Wall died 
within 48 hours 
of the interroga- 
tion. U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Ter- 
rence Boyle has 
said a lack of an 
autopsy probably 
kept Passaro from being charged 
with murder. 

“Passaro’s conduct was an affront 


to all of our men and women serving 
and fighting to spread freedom and 
the rule of law,” said U.S. Attorney 
George Holding. 

When Passaro was convicted in 
August, Holding said the verdict 
set a precedent for bringing others 
accused of such wrongdoing overseas 
back to the U.S. to stand trial. 

But observers said Tuesday that 
while several cases of such miscon- 
duct have been forwarded to pros- 
ecutors for review, they believe Pas- 
saro remains the only civilian to face 
charges.

Libby, Cheney Won’t Testify 


Defense plans to rest 
ease this week without 
ealling either man 

WASHINGTON I Neither Vice Pres- 
ident Dick Cheney nor his for- 
mer aide 1. Lewis “Scooter” Libby 
will testify at Libby’s perjury and 
obstruction trial in the CIA leak 
case, Libby’s lawyer said Tuesday. 

Defense attorney Theodore 
Wells said he advised Cheney’s 
lawyer over lunch that the vice 
president’s testimony would not be 
needed. Wells also said he planned 
to rest his case this week without 


calling Libby. 

In December, Wells had 
announced he would call Cheney 
as a defense 
witness. His- 
torians said 
it would have 
been the first 
time a sitting 
vice president 
would have sat 
as a witness in 

a criminal case. 

Libby is accused of lying and 
obstructing the investigation into the 
2003 leak of CIA operative Valerie 
Flame’s identity. Plame is married to 


former ambassador and prominent 
war critic Joseph Wilson. 

Attorneys said Cheney was will- 
ing to testify and, as recently as two 
weeks ago, Cheney said in an inter- 
view that he planned to be a wit- 
ness. Libby, too, once seemed a likely 
witness. Pretrial documents said he 
would testify about his busy sched- 
ule and the national security issues 
that weighed on his mind. 

But when U.S. District Judge 
Reggie B. Walton asked Libby 
in court Tuesday whether he was 
sure he did not want to testify. 
Libby responded: “Yes, your honor.”

At least 50 FEMA 
trailers for Katrina 
victims are destroyed 

NEW ORLEANS I A powerful Storm 
and likely a tornado hit the New 
Orleans area early Tuesday, kill- 
ing an elderly woman, injuring 
dozens of other people, and dam- 
aging dozens of homes and business 
in a region still trying to recover 
from Hurricane Katrina. 

An 85 -year- old woman died in 
the city’s Gentilly neighborhood, one 


of the areas hit hardest by Katrina 
18 months earlier. 

At least 10 to 15 buildings were 
destroyed in New Orleans, said 
James Ross, a spokesman for 
Mayor Ray Nagin. City and par- 
ish officials said about 30 people 
were injured. The storm destroyed 
at least 50 Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency trailers serving as 
homes for Katrina victims. 

Gov. Kathleen Blanco issued 
a disaster declaration, making 
the area eligible for federal aid.

Off-duty officer acted 
to stop teenager from 
killing more at mall 

SALT LAKE CITY I A trench coat- 
clad teenager who opened fire on 
shoppers at a mall had one thing 
in mind: “to kill a large number of 
people,” and he likely would have 
killed more than five had an off- 
duty officer not confronted him, 
the police chief said Tuesday. 

“There is no question that his 
quick action saved the lives of 
numerous other people,” police 
Chief Chris Burbank said of the 
officer, Ken Hammond. 

Burbank identified the gunman as 
Sulejmen Talovic, an 18-year-old who 
lived with his mother in Salt Lake 
City, and said he had a backpack full 
of ammunition, the shotgun he was 
using and a .38-caliber pistol. 

The teen killed five people and 
wounded four at the Trolley Square 
mall, including two people he shot in 
the parking lot as he arrived around 
7 p.m. Monday. 

As investigators began interview- 
ing the 100 to 200 witnesses, people 
placed candles and flowers at two 
memorials outside the mall for the 
victims. Business owners surveyed 
the damage, and shoppers who had 
fled returned to pick up cars they had 
to leave parked overnight, (ap)

N. Korea Vows to Halt Nuke Activity 


Terms of new deal 
are quickly modified 
in Pyongyang’s media 

B E IJ I N G I A hard-won disarmament 
pact that the U.S. and four other 
nations struck with North Korea 
on Tuesday requires the commu- 
nist nation to halt its nuclear pro- 
grams in exchange for oil while leav- 
ing the ultimate abandonment of 
those weapons projects to a poten- 
tially trouble-filled future. 

In a sign of potential problems 
to come. North Korea’s state news 
agency said the country was receiv- 


ing 1 million tons of oil for a “tem- 
porary suspension” of its nuclear 
facilities — and failed to mention 
the full disarmament for which the 
agreement calls. 

It wasn’t clear whether the report 
represented an attempt by the gov- 
ernment to backtrack on the deal, or 
was simply a statement of bluster. 

“We have a lot of work to do,” 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Christopher Hill told reporters. 
“It’s certainly not the end of the 
process, it’s really just the end of 
the beginning of the process.” 

Nevertheless, the agreement 
marks a turnabout for North

Temporary closure 
part of new Baghdad 
security crackdown 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The Iraqi com- 
mander of the Baghdad security 
crackdown announced Tuesday 
that Iraq will close its borders with 
Syria and Iran for 72 hours as part 
of the drive to end the violence that 
has threatened to divide the capital 
along sectarian lines. 

Lt. Gen. Abboud Gambar, 
addressing the nation on behalf 


of Prime Minister Nouri al-Mali- 
ki, also said Baghdad’s nighttime 
curfew would be extended by one 
hour and permits issued to civilians 
to carry weapons in public would 
be suspended for the duration of 
the operation. 

Gambar did not say when the 
borders would be closed, but a gov- 
ernment official said it was expected 
to happen within two days. 

The announcement came hours 
after a suicide truck bomber struck 
a government warehouse in a main- 
ly Shiite neighborhood, killing at 


least 15 people and wounding 27, 
according to police and hospital 
officials. 

A parked car bomb also exploded 
near a bakery in another predomi- 
nantly Shiite area in southeastern 
Baghdad, killing four people and 
wounding four, police said. 

The suicide truck bombing was 
the latest in a series of attacks since 
the announcement of the security 
crackdown aimed at stopping the 
sectarian violence that has killed 
hundreds since the start of the year.

Nigeria’s Muslim 
Convicts on Hold 


Islamic courts rarely 
carry out sentences of 
amputation, stoning 

BAUCHI, NIGERIA I An Islamic court 
sentenced Mohammed Sagri to 
death by stoning months ago, but 
he doesn’t expect to die any time 
soon. 

“I’m afraid,” said Sagri, a 22- 
year-old mason who pleaded guilty 
to a sodomy charge in 2005. Then, 
staring at the jailhouse floor, he 
added: “But the sentence is unlikely 
to be carried out.” 

In Nigeria’s Muslim north, sen- 
tences of amputation and death by 
stoning are routinely imposed under 
Shariah, or Islamic law. But no ston- 
ings have ever been carried out, and 
no amputations since 2001. 

Analysts say that’s because Sha- 
riah law was implemented as a Mus- 
lim show of strength after the presi- 
dency passed to Olusegun Obasanjo, 
a southern Christian. 

Shariah, promoted by politicians 
as an anti- crime measure, applies 
only to Muslims, who make up 
about half Nigeria’s population of 
140 million. 


Many Muslims initially wel- 
comed it as an anti- crime mea- 
sure, but as rampant theft by gov- 
ernment officials continued to go 
unpunished, some began asking 
why, in an oil-rich country mired 
in poverty. Shariah seemed to 
apply only to the powerless. Even 
top Islamic court officials say the 
amputations and stonings ordered 
by the lower courts have little legal 
justification. 

The result is indefinite jail stays 
for prisoners waiting for a higher 
court to overturn their sentence. 

Altina Abubakar, 50, sentenced 
to lose a hand for stealing $40 worth 
of fabric, has been in prison for 13 
months. “I’m very hopeful my sen- 
tence will be overturned,” Abuba- 
kar said. 

Lower court judges lack adequate 
understanding of the extenuating 
circumstances and high standards 
of proof needed to impose amputa- 
tions and death penalties, said the 
top Islamic law official in Bauchi, 
Abdullahi Marafa. 

“Islam is more interested in 
setting someone free than pun- 
ishing an innocent,” he said.

3 Killed in Lebanon Bus Bombings 


Attacks on commuter 
vehicles come ahead 
of massive Hariri rally 

EIN ALAQ, LEBANON I Bomb blasts 
killed three people on commut- 
er buses Tuesday and lawmakers 
blamed Syria, stirring fears of clash- 
es between Hezbollah and govern- 
ment supporters at a rally planned 
to mark the assassination of Leba- 
non’s former prime minister. 

The explosions stoked fears 
of more turmoil as an already 
tense Lebanese capital braced 
for Wednesday’s commemoration 
for Rafik Hariri. A huge rally was 
planned at his grave — just feet from 
ongoing opposition protests seeking 
to topple the government. 

Lebanon has been hit by a string 
of bombings the past two years that

many government supporters blame 
on Syria. Syria has denied any role 
in the attacks, including the suicide 
truck bombing that killed Hariri 
and 22 others on Feb. 14, 2005. 

After Tuesday’s blasts, the pro- 
government majority in parliament 
said in a statement that it holds “the 
Syrian regime fully responsible for 
this despicable crime.” The coali- 
tion also pointed a finger at Syr- 
ian-backed Hezbollah. 

The bombs Tuesday ripped 
through two commuter buses trav- 
eling on a busy mountain highway 
northeast of Beirut, killing three 
and wounding 20, police said. 

Pro -government groups said the 
attacks were intended to scare peo- 
ple away from Wednesday’s rally 
for Hariri, who was an opponent of 
neighboring Syria’s interference in 
Lebanese affairs, sam f. ghattas (ap) 


Curfew Imposed 
In Guinea After 
Violent Protests 

CONAKRY, GUINEA I Sporadic gun- 
fire rang through the suburbs of 
Guinea’s capital and trucks full of 
soldiers patrolled the streets, but 
Conakry was largely quiet Tuesday 
as the onset of martial law imposed 
a strict curfew following three days 
of deadly protests. 

Citizens were banned from 
leaving their homes for all but 
four hours in the afternoon after 
President Lansana Conte told the 
military to “take all necessary mea- 
sures” to restore order. 

Opposition leaders and trade 
unions accuse Conte of violating a 
power- sharing agreement and have 
demanded he step down. 

At least 27 people were killed 
in three days of violent protests, 
according to reports, (ap)

Trade Deficit Hits 


Costs for foreign oil, 
imbalance with China 
push gap to new record 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. trade defi- 
cit set a record for the fifth straight 
year in 2006, reflecting a huge jump 
in America’s foreign oil bill and a 
record imbalance with China. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday that the gap 
between what America sells abroad 
and what it imports rose to a record 
$763.6 billion last year, a 6.5 percent 
increase from the previous record 
of $716.7 billion set in 2005. For 
December, the deficit rose a big- 
ger-than- expected 5.3 percent to 
$61.2 billion. 

The administration attributed 


the string of deficits to the U.S. out- 
pacing other countries in terms of 
economic growth. Officials said 
President Bush would continue to 
pursue a strategy of opening for- 
eign markets to U.S. goods rather 
than erecting protectionist barri- 
ers to keep out imports. 

“Our focus is on growing our 
exports, growing our economy, 
reducing our unemployment and 
keeping inflation in check,” Com- 
merce Secretary Carlos Gutierrez 
said in an interview from New 
Delhi, India. 

The new trade report showed 
that the deficit with China shot up 
15.4 percent last year to total $232.5

billion, the largest imbalance ever 
recorded with any country. China 
surpassed Japan as the country with 
the largest trade gap with the Unit- 
ed States in 2000 and has held the 
top spot since that time. 

Economists believe that the 
worst may be over in terms of a 
deteriorating trade deficit. The 6.5 
percent rise in the deficit for 2006 
followed much larger percentage 
gains of 17.3 percent in 2005 and 
23.5 percent in 2004. 

One of the biggest factors in 
last year’s increase was a surge in 
America’s foreign oil bill, which 
rose to a record $302.5 billion.

Google Inc. lost a copyright lawsuit 
Tuesday to Belgian newspapers that 
had demanded it remove headlines 
and links to news stories posted 
without their permission. The rul- 
ing, if confirmed, could set a prec- 
edent for how Web search engines 


link to copyrighted material in the 
tumultuous arena of online news. 
Google immediately said it would 
appeal, claiming its Google News 
service was “entirely legal” and the 
Belgian decision was a one-time 
result that would not be repeated 
elsewhere. A court decided in favor 
of Copiepresse, a copyright protec- 
tion group representing 17 news- 
papers that complained the search 
engine’s “cached” links offered free 
access to archived articles that the 
papers usually sell, (ap)

Smithsonian Retracts North Denial 


Television host will be 
allowed to film despite 
deal with Showtime 

WASH I N GTO N I Television host Oli- 
ver North reached a deal with the 
Smithsonian on Tuesday to film a 
historic plane after his request was 
initially denied because of the insti- 
tution’s programming deal with a 


cable television network. 

The deal between the museum 
and Showtime has angered many 
independent filmmakers for its 
potential restrictions on outside 
filming of the Smithsonian’s trea- 
sures. 

North, who hosts Fox News 
Channel’s “War Stories,” made a 
request last month to film in front

North’s request was resolved 
Tuesday, and North and his crew will 
be permitted to film the Enola Gay 
next month, Smithsonian spokes- 
woman Linda St. Thomas said. 

She said in keeping with 
Smithsonian practice of the past 
20 years, the museum will recov- 
er costs it incurs from the filming,

Students and federal 
employees dismissed; 
long eommute ensues 

WAS H I N GTO N I A winter storm that 
pelted the region Tuesday with vary- 
ing amounts of snow, sleet and 
freezing rain prompted the early 
dismissal of most federal employ- 
ees and students, leading to a long, 
slow evening commute. 

Snow began falling in the early 
morning and changed to sleet and 
freezing rain by afternoon.

Feud Fueled Marty’s Bizarre Firing 


Schottenheimer never 
got along with general 
manager in San Diego 

NFL I A shocking playoff loss was 
the least of Marty Schottenheimer’s 
worries. 

The day Schottenheimer, who 
has 200 regular-season wins and no 
Super Bowl appearances, was fired 
as San Diego Chargers coach, team 
president Dean Spanos interceded 
in what he called a “dysfunctional 
situation” between the coach who 
led San Diego to an NFL-best 14-2 
record and his general manager. 

Spanos said the exodus from 
Schottenheimer’s staff — two coor- 
dinators became NFL head coaches 
and two assistants became coordi- 
nators — contributed to a difficult 
situation that resulted in the coach 
being fired. Schottenheimer is due 
more than $3 million for the final 
year on his contract. 

While confirming he had no 
working relationship with gener- 
al manager A. J. Smith, Schotten-

heimer seemed puzzled that Spanos 
made the coach take the fall for his 
assistants leaving. 

“That is absolutely unfair, in 
my view,” Schottenheimer told 
The Associated Press in a telephone 
interview. “We had no control over 
two guys who became head coaches 
in this league. We gave two guys an 
opportunity to be coordinators in 
this league. We’ve added a couple 
of guys that people should be very 
pleased with. The future coach will 
be very pleased, as well.” 

The Smith-Schottenheimer 
feud has been well-publicized for 
a year now, although no one seems 
quite sure how it started. They’re 
not saying. 

“It was pretty apparent around 
here,” said Schottenheimer, who 
was 47-33 in five seasons with the 
Chargers, including 35 wins and 
two AFC West titles in the last 
three seasons. 

Asked if Smith should share the 
blame, Schottenheimer said: “Uh, 
I’ll leave that judgment to others.”

NASCAR Punishes Cheats 


Officials come down 
hard on the four cars 
that failed inspections 

AUTO RACING I NASCAR took its 
strongest stance against cheating 
Tuesday, suspending the crew chiefs 
for Matt Kenseth, Kasey Kahne, 
Scott Riggs and Elliott Sadler and 
docking all four drivers points 
before the season- opening Dayto- 
na 500 for failing inspections. 

Robbie Reiser, crew chief for 
Kenseth, and Kenny Francis, crew 
chief for Kahne, were suspended 
four races. Rodney Childers, crew 
chief for Riggs, and Josh Brown, 
crew chief for Sadler, were sus- 
pended two races. 

All four can appeal, a process that 
could allow them to work the Great 


American Race. If they do appeal, 
and the committee cannot schedule 
a hearing before Sunday’s race, they 
would be allowed to participate. 

In toughening its penalties, 
NASCAR made the unprecedented 
move of taking points away before 
the season has 
even started. 
Kahne and Kens- 
eth were docked 
50 points apiece, 
while Riggs and 
Sadler lost 25 
each. 

It’s the second 
straight season that NASCAR’s 
biggest event has been marred 
by cheating scandals. Last year, 
Jimmie Johnson’s crew chief was 
sent home for four races when he 
was caught cheating in qualifying. 


Johnson won the race without Chad 
Knaus, who rejoined the team in 
March and helped Johnson win 
the Nextel Cup title. 

NASCAR did not take points 
away from Johnson because the 
sanctioning body had been reluc- 
tant to force a team to start the 
season in the red. But after three 
cars failed inspection during Sun- 
day’s qualifying session, NASCAR 
decided it had up the ante to deter 
teams from continuously pushing 
the envelope. 

“We’re going to get tough with 
the competitors when they push the 
credibility of the sport,” chairman 
Brian France said. “But we’ve got to 
have the punishments fit the crime. 
We can’t get completely silly about 
it. We have to be tough, firm and 
clear.” jenna fryer (ap)

My mechanic showed me a compar- 
ison board of what fluids “should 
look like” and what mine looked 
like. The transmission fluid was 
much darker than the example 
fluid. He recommended replacing 
the transmission fluid. Would you 


agree with this? 

I would agree with flushing the fluid 
— not just replacing the fluid — pro- 
viding it is not seriously dark and 
does not have a strong odor of var- 
nish or burned odor. In other words, 
the fluid should smell like new, and 
if it doesn’t, leave it alone. 

The dealership said I would need 
to replace the timing belt on my 
Honda and this is normal and part 
of the life cycle of a car. They said 
it will cost about $845 — that’s a 


lot of money for me. Is the timing 
belt something that everyone has 
to replace? Is this price normal? 

It’s normal if you buy a Honda. And, 
for heaven’s sake, do not put it off 
The timing belt is made of rub- 
ber and Hondas have interference 
engines. If the belt breaks, it causes 
serious engine damage.

U.S. hotel chains are 
racing to catch up 
with China’s tourism 

LODGING I Twenty years ago, China 
basically had two styles of tourist 
lodging: high-end hotels aimed at 
pleasing business travelers and 
dignitaries, and hostels and cheap 
guesthouses where amenities were 
wildly unpredictable. Since the Chi- 
nese government generally didn’t 
license hostels to accept foreigners, 
visiting tourists had little choice but 
to go upscale. “The reverse was true 
for Chinese travelers,” few of whom 
could come close to affording a five- 
star hotel, says David Kong, pres- 
ident and CEO of Best Western 
International. 

Like just about everything else 
in China, this is changing fast. The 
population of 1.3 billion includes a 
growing middle class that has money 
to spend on vacations — mostly with- 
in China, at least for now. Outsiders 
are also making their presence felt: 
The number of foreign tourists vis- 
iting China reached 20 million in 
2005, and the country is on pace to 
become the world’s largest tourist 
destination by 2020. 

“Anybody in the hotel business 
has to be very interested in China,” 
says Tom Keltner, executive vice 
president for Hilton Hotels Cor- 
poration. Indeed, Western hotel 
chains have been investing heav- 


ily. There are currently 188 new 
hotels under construction, which 
will add some 70,000 rooms. Many 
are familiar American brands, 
including Best Western, Hilton, 
Holiday Inn, Hyatt, Ramada, 
Super 8 and Westin. 

The vast majority of the new 
hotels are properties where rooms 
will start at around $100 or less. 
Best Western will nearly double 
its presence in China, to 28 hotels, 
by the end of 2007. The InterCon- 
tinental Hotel Group has 56 hotels 
in the country and plans to have 
about 125 by 2008; most will be 
Holiday Inns. By 2007, Wyndham 
Hotel Group expects to operate 26 
Super 8 hotels in China, as well as 


24 Ramadas, eight Howard John- 
sons and six Days Inns. 

Most new hotels are in or around 
major cities. But clusters of mid- 
level chains are popping up in small- 
er cities, and roadside motels are 
also in the works. Hotel executives 
are predicting a building boom sim- 
ilar to what happened along U.S. 
highways in the 1950s. 

As more and more modern 
hotels open up in less-obvious 
locations. Western tourists may 
slowly but surely become more 
comfortable skipping organized 
tours and exploring on their own. 
One day, the road trip may be as 
popular in China as it is in America.

Virginia Vitzthum’s 
book on online dating 
raises the red flag 

BOOK I Happy Valentine’s Day, single 
people! Tonight, as you hang around 
by yourself while all your coupled 
friends scurry off to coveted reser- 
vations for a romantic dinner, you 
may find yourself toying with the 
idea of giving up and joining the 
world of online dating. Hey, noth- 
ing else is working, right? 

Well, hold up — make sure you 
know what you’re getting into first, 
advises Virginia Vitzthum, author of 
“I Love You, Let’s Meet: Adventures 
in Online Dating.” Contrary to what 
smiling couples gush about on TV 
ads, online dating is not the cure- 
all for every romantic woe. 

“It’s so seductive,” said Vitz- 
thum, a former sex columnist for 
Salon. “There’s such an illusion of 
control. But you don’t confront the 
obstacles of another person. You’re 
sitting at a computer, where you’re 
used to being in charge.” 

In other words, online dating 
is not like the rest of your Internet 
experience. People cannot be per- 
sonalized to optimize your experi- 
ence — even if everything in some- 
one’s profile seems to be catered to 
your idea of an ideal partner. 

“You seize upon everything that

you like. You’re not forced to con- 
front the things you don’t like,” Vitz- 
thum said. 

“I Love You, Let’s Meet” is a col- 
lection of case studies examining 
various failures and successes of 
online dating, including her own 
trolling the Web for Mr. Right. One 
of her many conclusions: Online 
dating makes it easy to find peo- 
ple that, on paper, you think you 
should be dating, but that is far from 
all you need to couple up. 

“You will find someone who 
shares your interests. For a lot 
of couples, that is very impor- 
tant,” Vitzthum said. But weeding 
through the glut of profiles “encour- 
ages discrimination” — even on mat- 
ters that may not be all that impor- 
tant to you. “That’s what checking 
the boxes is.” 

While online dating didn’t work 
for her, Vitzthum doesn’t deny that 
it has worked for other happy cou- 
ples. But she does caution online 
daters from having unreal expec- 
tations. “You will probably do best 
if you look in the real world and are 
online dating. You need that real- 
world balance,” she said. “If it’s all 
online, you can get very caught up 
in fantasy and projection and disap- 
pointment.”

Out on a ‘Date 


John Waters applies 
his twisted touch to a 
Valentine’s Day album 

MUSIC I It’s Valentine’s Day and 
you’re invited to “A Date With John 
Waters” (New Line), a demented col- 
lection of love songs. This is Balti- 
more’s Funny Uncle we’re talking 
about, so “Date” follows in the path 
of 2004’s “A John Waters Christmas” 
— oldies, freak hits and obscurities 
that shed a jaundiced light on the 
holiday in question. 

The entire album is worth a lis- 
ten — but perhaps not all at once. 
It kicks off with a singsongy 1956 
hit “Tonight You Belong to Me” 
by preteen sensations Patience & 


Prudence (“The first record I ever 
shoplifted,” says Waters in the liner 
notes), and moves on to the horrible 
(original) version of the polymor- 
phously perverse 
proto -punk sin- 
gle “Jet Boy Get 
Girl.” 

Things get 
weirder from 
there. Aside 
from the tear- 
drenched ’50s 

love syrup Waters is so attract- 
ed to (Earl Grant’s “Imitation of 
Life”) and the occasional genuine 
great song (Ray Charles’ “The Right 
Time,” Dino singing “The Road to 
Dreamland”), the album is a prism 
of romantic pathologies. You have

a girl-guy-frog menage (Clarence 
“Frogman” Henry’s “Ain’t Got No 
Home”), submission (Mildred Bai- 
ley’s “I’d Love to Take Orders From 
You”), domination (Mink Stole’s tor- 
chy cover of “Sometimes I Wish I 
Had a Gun” by the Los Angeles band 
Lockup) and sexual confusion (Josie 
Cotton’s new-wave classic “Johnny, 
Are You Queer?”). 

Waters’ secret, of course, is that 
he has excellent taste in trash, so 
John Prine and Iris DeMent jostle 
“Egg Lady” Edith Massey for space 
on this willfully eccentric disc. But 
this is a box of exotic chocolates, 
and sometimes the bacon-and- 
egg truffle is as satisfying in its 
ownwayasthebuttercream.

Racial diversity 
remains an issue on 
the major networks 

WHITEOUTIAs more and more inter- 
racial couples take up residence on 
the small screen, the larger issue, 
as some see it, is more troubling: 
Guess who’s coming to dinner but 
not being invited to hang out after 
the dishes are cleared? 

Diversity remains a problem on 
TV. More people of color are playing 
in the prime-time network arena, 
but they’re mostly on the sidelines, 
particularly when it comes to pro- 
ducing and writing teams and star- 
ring roles. Of nearly 60 prime-time 
series on the four major networks, 
only five have performers of color in 
leading roles, and only two — “Ugly 
Betty” and “George Lopez” — are 
built around minority characters. 

Last month. Fox Entertain- 
ment President Peter Liguori 
warned more than 40 producers 
of current shows and pilots that 
they had better increase their 
efforts to hire minority perform- 
ers, writers and technicians or risk 
not getting picked up by the net- 
work. “We think as a network it’s 
the right moral thing to do, and 
it’s the right business thing to do,” 
Liguori said. 

His is not a new refrain. In 1999, 
Kweisi Mfume, then- chairman of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
charged the networks with creating 
a “virtual whitewash in program- 


ming.” Mfume pointed out that, of 
the 26 new comedies and dramas 
premiering that fall, none featured 
a minority in a leading role. 

Mfume’s campaign was launched 
in the same year that one of network 
TV’s most notable colorblind cou- 
ples drew attention. “Ally McBeal” 
featured a hot romance between 
the title character (Calista Flock- 


hart) and a black doctor (Jesse L. 
Martin). David E. Kelley, the Fox 
show’s executive producer, said he 
did not want race to enter into the 
relationship of the characters, a 
strategy that earned praise from 
some and criticism from others, 
who said the show’s treatment of 
interracial romance was unrealistic.

Jefferson Davis’ 
retirement home 
needs a makeover 

The retirement home of Confeder- 
ate President Jefferson Davis, bat- 
tered by Hurricane Katrina but still 
standing in Biloxi, Miss., is about to 
get a painstaking face-lift. 

Later this month, workers 
embark on a yearlong, $4 million 
project to repair and restore Beau- 
voir, the only national historic land- 
mark that Katrina severely damaged 
on Mississippi’s Gulf Coast. 

The Biloxi home, built in 1852 
and purchased by Davis in 1879, was 
hit by a 9 -foot wall of water when 
Katrina roared ashore. Beauvoir 
had survived 21 hurricanes before 
Katrina, but the Aug. 29, 2005, 
storm nearly destroyed the popu- 
lar beachfront tourist attraction. 

Katrina shredded Beauvoir’s 
roof, front porch, chimneys and 
pillars and flooded the elevat- 
ed interior with about a foot of 
water. The hurricane also dam- 
aged a library, museum and other 
structures on the 52-acre property 
and swept away about one -third of 
Beauvoir’s artifacts, including some

of Davis’ manuscripts and rough- 
ly $250,000 worth of Confederate 
currency. 

The core of the home is largely 
intact, however. “It would have been 
a tragic loss that could not have been 
replaced,” said Beauvoir curator 
Richard Flowers, “but we’re going 
to bring it back bigger and better 
than before.” 

Some of the scars on the ante- 
bellum home are man-made — and 
deliberate. 

George Fore, an architectur- 
al conservator, is studying the 
home’s painted walls and ceilings 
by chipping away layers of paint on 
the damaged frescoes. He is dig- 
ging through the work of previous 
restoration projects to examine the 
original paintings. 

“The design became less and less 
like the original with each repaint- 
ing,” he said. 
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Beauvoir, in Biloxi, Miss., was severely damaged by Hurricane Katrina in 2005, 


era structures that no longer exist 
on the property, including a car- 
penter’s shop, maids’ quarters and 
foreman’s house. 

Beavoir averaged about 100,000 
visitors annually before Katrina. In 
the storm’s aftermath, the state’s 
Department of Archives and His- 
tory fielded hundreds of phone calls 
and e-mails from people concerned 
about the building’s fate, said Ken 
Pool, a deputy state historic pres- 
ervation officer. 

“In many ways, it symboliz- 
es the revitalization of the entire 
Gulf Coast,” he said of the home’s 
restoration. “There are an awful lot 
of people who know and recognize 
that building.” 

Beauvoir already has had two 
major restorations, in 1941 and

there. “Nothing was lost in total. 
Nothing totally disappeared,” he 
said. “Given the force of the storm, 
we were pretty lucky.” 

Some of the home’s storm-tossed 
remnants aren’t gone for good. 
Workers plan to recycle piles of 
bricks, slate and plaster that broke 
off the home and use the material 
to rebuild the structure. 


Flowers said slate for the new 
roof will be imported from the 
same company in Wales that pro- 
vided the original material for the 
home. The color might be slightly 
different, however, because the slate 
is drawn from a different part of 
the same mine. 

“They are still mining that same 
slate,” he said. “It’s just unreal.” 

In addition to rebuilding the 
home, Beavoir’s stewards hope to 
construct replicas of other Davis - 


1978. This project will be funded 
by a combination of public and pri- 
vate dollars. The Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency has agreed 
to pay for roughly 75 percent of the 
$4 million. 

Flowers said government red 
tape has slowed down the pace of 
the project. “Once they start actu- 
ally taking hammers to nails and 
start the rebuilding,” he said, “I will 
feel like we’ve finally turned the cor- 
ner.”

Whether Haitian kids 
should learn the 
language is debated 

The kindergartners hunched over 
their tiny desks, drawing and label- 
ing their favorite characters from 
the fable “The Little Red Hen.” Gen- 
evieve Henriquez, their teacher at 
Morningside Elementary School 
in Miami, caught a few students 
checking an English alphabet 
chart to spell “pig” in their wide- 
ruled notebooks. 

“Kochon! K-o-ch-on,” she said, 
directing their gaze to a Haitian 
Creole alphabet chart on the wall. 
Her class just read “Ti Poul Wouj 
La,” a translation of the fable, part 
of the 75 minutes they spend every 
day learning in Creole. 

Morningside, where 80 per- 
cent of the 450 pupils are of Hai- 
tian descent, is at the center of a 
debate among Haitian-Americans 
about whether it is best for children

The school started immersion 
classes in Spanish and French for 
kindergarten and first-grade stu- 
dents last August. Community 
members with children not yet 
enrolled at the school pushed to 
add Creole, and an ensuing fight 
exposed lingering perceptions about 
Haitians, Principal Kathleen John- 
Loussaint said. 

In Haiti, everyone speaks Cre- 
ole — a blend of French and West 
African languages spoken by slaves 


in Haiti’s colonial past. But French 
— spoken by only about 10 per- 
cent of the population — has long 
been considered the mark of edu- 
cation. Both are Haiti’s official 
languages. 


“It was a little bit of a contro- 
versy. Creole is more of a language 
of — I don’t want to say peasant — 
but of the working class in Haiti,” 
John-Loussaint said. 

Not all Haitian parents here 



favored adding Creole. French 
and Spanish are the most popular 
dual-language courses for the 65 
kindergartners and 80 first-grad- 
ers. In all three programs, the stu- 
dents spend at least 75 minutes a 
day reading and writing in the sec- 
ond language. 

“Some parents felt, 1 can teach 
my son how to read and write Creole 
at home. I would rather him learn 
French,”’ said Joanne Urrutia, a 
bilingual education official for 
the Miami-Dade school district. 
“Other parents said, T want my 
child to learn Spanish, because in 
this community, to get a job, Span- 
ish would be more helpful.’” 

Creole supporters say learning 
the language also will be helpful in 
a bilingual job market. Other advo- 
cates say learning Creole is more 
than a language skill for Haitian 
children, who often hide their 
heritage because Haiti is associ- 
ated with refugees. 

“They turn around and tell you 
they’re not Haitian because they 
don’t want to be treated like that,” 
said Gepsie Metellus, executive 
director of a Haitian community 
center. “If you give them nothing 
to fight that off with — many of 
these children are living in envi- 
ronments where the parents don’t 
have the wherewithal to fight 
that — that child is set up to fail.”

Why are certain breeds (such as 
terriers) considered favorites to 
win best in show? I’d think each 
breed would start the competition 
with the same chance of winning. 
Terriers have been successful through 
the years at winning best in shows at 
Westminster. Forty-four out of the 
99 “bests” that we’ve awarded have 
gone to terriers. Part of it is because 
of their attitude and showmanship.

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cesses. How do you decide what’s 
just too big a risk? 

You really need to be in tune with 
all aspects of the business. Be 
engaged. A big part of my person- 
al success is being able to listen to 
people and find out what the con- 
sumers want. 

You said you relied on resourceful- 
ness, perseverance and courage to 
get you up Mount Rainier; inciden- 
tally, three things you say are also 
necessary to climb the corporate 
ladder. If you had to choose one, 
which is most important?

“I was starting my train- 
ing at a hospital in Fredericksburg, 
and a woman was having her ninth 
baby. She was nine centimeters 
dilated when she arrived and she 
had the baby 30 minutes later. I 


thought, ‘Birth can be pretty sim- 
ple sometimes.’ I didn’t even really 
have a chance to get nervous.” 

Now 33 years old, Bontrager 
was a student at the time, and the 
experience set the stage for her 
future career as a certified nurse 
midwife. 

Why midwives? For women with 
low-risk, uncomplicated pregnan- 
cies, these childbirth assistants 
are an excellent alternative to the 
more traditional obstetrician/

gynecologist. The word “mid- 
wife” means “with woman” in Old 
English, and the role is exactly what 
you’d expect. 

“We work with families to help 
them have the kind of birth they 
want, so they have more control 
over the experience,” said Marsha 
Jackson, co-director of Birthcare 
and Women’s Health in Alexandria. 
“We want it to be an empowering 
experience and one that solidifies 
the family.” The Old Town center 
specializes in births outside of a hos- 
pital, whether in the client’s home or 
at the center’s birthing facility. 

Jackson has been a nurse-mid- 
wife for nearly 26 years. She said 
the hours are terrible but she loves

her career. 

“You can be called at any time. 
You get that phone call in the mid- 
dle of the night and you think, ‘Oh, 
no,’” she said. “You get dressed and 
on your way. But once you get con- 
nected to that birth, being up all 
night isn’t so horrible.” 

Midwives have different titles 
depending on their level of edu- 
cation. Certified nurse -midwives 
(CNMs) must have received a 
nursing degree prior to becom- 
ing a midwife. Certified midwives 
(CMs) don’t have previous medical 
training, but must study and pass 


certification exams to work in the 
field, and are currently licensed 
only in New York, New Jersey and 
Rhode Island. Midwives cannot 
perform Caesarian sections, but 
they can do nearly everything else 
an obstetrician would do, including 
fetal monitoring, and administer- 
ing drugs, epidurals and episioto- 
mies when needed. They also offer a 
degree of emotional comfort many 
doctors can’t, because they try to 
stay with the mother as much as 
possible during labor. 

Midwives practice in a variety 
of settings. According to Rebecca 
Jacob of the American College of 


Nurse -Midwives, the oldest U.S. 
women’s health care organization, 
roughly 65 percent of its midwife 
members are employed by hospitals 
and doctor’s offices. Smaller num- 
bers work in birth centers, in their 
own practices, or at universities, 
nonprofits, military or federally 
funded health centers. And they 
don’t just deliver babies. 

“In addition to attending over 
10 percent of the vaginal births in 
the United States, certified nurse - 
midwives provide primary health 
care for women across the life span, 
from adolescence through meno- 
pause,” Jacob said.

Several schools offer distance 
learning opportunities, but few 
institutions in the Washington 
area provide certified nurse -mid- 


wife education. The University of 
Maryland offers a full-time pro- 
gram at its Baltimore campus. 
To graduate, students must get 55 
credit hours, which takes roughly 21 
months. Wannabe baby deliverers 
can also attend part time. 

Georgetown University also 
offers a degree in nurse -midwifery. 
It’s a 45 -hour program and students 
can elect full- or part-time status. 
It includes four semesters spent in 
a clinical setting to give students 
hands-on experience in hospitals, 
birth centers, public health clinics 
and private practices. 

The school also offers a type of 
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fast-track program for students who 
don’t have abachelor’s degree in nurs- 
ing. Often called a “direct entry” or 
“graduate entry program,” they are 
typically three years and begin with 
an accelerated nursing program fol- 
lowed by the midwifery program. 
Once they graduate, students are eli- 
gible to take the American Midwifery 
Certification Board’s national certi- 
fication exam. 

Classes cover topics such as 
gynecology and prenatal care, the 
roles and responsibilities of mid- 
wives and complex midwifery. At 
the University of Maryland, stu- 
dents practice delivering babies 
with a birth simulator, a mecha- 
nized, full-sized model of a woman 
that can imitate vaginal births. The 
machine can also imitate compli- 
cations like breech birth or shoul- 
der dystocia, in which the baby’s 
shoulder is lodged behind the pubic 
bone. It offers students valuable 
experience before working on live 
patients. 

While there are more than 
400 midwives practicing in the 
D.C. metro area, the University 
of Maryland’s midwifery program 
director Carol Snapp said the school 
graduates only four to eight students 
each year. 

“The number of students is fairly 


stable,” she said. “The difference I’ve 
seen is an increase in employment 
opportunities over the last couple 
of years. Now the opportunities 


seem to be increasing for nurse 
midwives.” 

The statistics prove her right.

According to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, there were 5,500 
practicing CNMs in 1995, and the 
number is projected to rise in the 
next few years. Why? The costs of 
going with an ob/gyn continue to 
increase, and the expenses for a cer- 
tified nurse -midwife are lower by 
comparison, often because midwives 
are more successful at birthing with- 
out the use of costly drugs and other 
interventions. Also, birth centers and 
home births cost less than paying 
hospital fees (although the fees of 
midwifery are covered by insurance 
in most cases). And while those fig- 
ures may be chalked up to the fact 
that midwives usually only take on 
low-risk pregnancies, midwifery has 
a record of successful births. This, 
in turn, encourages more mothers- 
to-be to seek the method. 

Thirty-year- old Melody Mast, 
a Harrisonburg, Va., resident, is a 
midwifery student at a Kentucky 
school. She’s doing her clinical work 
at the Maternity Center in Bethesda. 
Mast said the difference between 
her time working in a hospital and 
a birth center is considerable. 

“At the birthing center, it was 
like, ‘This is what it’s supposed to 
be.’ It was so natural, with low lights. 
The mom could do what her body 
needed to do. It just felt right.” 

Mast said she was inspired 
to study midwifery after seeing 
how a home birth affected a close 
friend. 

“She’d had a hard life, but work- 
ing with a midwife was healing for 
her,” said Mast. “Birth is hard, but 
this was empowering.” 

On Feb. 2, 2007, Mast 
helped deliver Rachel Deit rich’s 


son, Andrew. The 30 -year-old 
Gaithersburg resident said she was 
pleased with her experience. 

“They treated me more like a per- 
son than a patient,” Deitrich said. 
“I was a much more active person 
in the delivery process. They talked 
me through things, they responded 
to what I said and how I felt. That 
wouldn’t have happened in another 
location with an obstetrician.” 

Snapp said a degree in nursing 
makes a good foundation for mid- 
wifery. You’ll also find it’s a good 
foundation for a pay raise. The 
U.S. Bureau of Labor and Statistics 
reports that, on average, the income 
of certified nurse -midwives will 
surpass the pay of a typical regis- 
tered nurse. For example, in 2000, 
while an RN earned approximately 
$44,840 ayear, certified nurse-mid- 
wives earned an average of $70,100. 
The extra schooling and training 
that makes independent practice 
possible for CNMs is responsible 
for the higher salary. 

But if you’re considering a career 
in midwifery, don’t be held back by 
a lack of a nursing degree. 

“The issue is that there are mis- 
conceptions,” Snapp said. “People 
think they need to have labor and 
delivery experience before going 
into nurse-midwifery. It’s very 
individual, the amount of experi- 
ence people feel they need.” 

She also said people who are 
committed to women’s health and 
the health care of both mothers and 
babies make excellent midwives. 

“We work nights and weekends. 
Babies come at all hours. It’s very 
gratifying, but it’s very tiring work. 
It takes a special person to be dedi- 
cated to this career.” lynnthorne

He or she shouldn’t feel guilty, 
but it’s wise to proceed with cau- 
tion. 

“There is definitely a right way 
to do it and a wrong way,” said 
Brad Karsh, president of JobBound 
and author of “Confessions of a 
Recruiting Director.” 

Here are a few tips for negotiat- 
ing multiple offers without losing 
your mind or your reputation: 

PRESS FOR MORE DETAILS. Maybe 
the key to a decision lies in acquiring 
more information, such as details 
about the employer’s culture or ben- 
efits. Salary isn’t always the most 
important factor. What is impor- 
tant to you in your next job? Once 
you have a firm offer, ask human 
resources for details about health 
care and perks. If your concerns are 
fuzzier and relate to your long-term 
prospects at the company, ask for 
another meeting with your pro- 
spective boss. 

PUT IT ON PAPER. Make a pros 
and cons list for each job. If your 
list gets unwieldy, consider set- 
ting up a spreadsheet. Writing it 
all down can make the compari- 
son — and perhaps the decision 
— much easier. 

DON’T ARTIFICIALLY PLAY EMPLOY- 
ERS AGAINST EACH OTHER. Of course, 
you can negotiate. Just be straight- 
forward. If you really want to work 
for one company but its salary falls 
short of the other offers, say so. Tell 
your top choice that if the better sal- 
ary can be matched, you will take 
the job. Make it clear that you’re not 
trying to put the company in a bid- 
ding war, Karsh said. If you real- 
ly wouldn’t take a job, don’t try to 
use it as leverage. Lots of employers 
will call your bluff, offering you a 
“good luck! ” rather than a counter- 
offer. If you’re entertaining offers 
strictly for leverage, you’re asking 
for trouble. “This isn’t an eBay auc- 
tion,” Karsh said. 

DON’T IGNORE PEOPLE. Ifyou haven’t 
made a decision, say so. Ignoring a 
hiring manager’s calls is just rude. 
“Once you accept an offer, the first 
calls you should make are to those 
other companies,” Karsh said. “Even 
before Mom or Dad.” I know, it’s 
not fair that you suddenly have 
to respond instantly to the same 
employers who might have been 
stringing you along for weeks or 


even months, but that’s just how 
the game works. 

ASK FORMORE TIME. Few employers 
expect you to accept an offer on the 
spot. Most hiring managers are fine 
with a request for a week to think, 
Karsh said. And college students 
usually have more leeway in mak- 
ing up their minds about jobs before 
graduation. It is also reasonable to 
insist that offers come in writing, 
which may buy you another day 
or two. 

DON’T OVERREACH. Deferring a 
decision for more than a week will 
probably irritate people. After all, 
the job of hiring managers is to fill 
positions. Your dillydallying is keep- 
ing them from doing so efficiently. 
Even if you don’t care about wasting 
the employer’s time, think about the 
other job seekers who also are wait- 


ing to see whether they make the 
cut. If the issue is that you’re wait- 
ing on another offer, you can call 
up the slower company and ask to 
accelerate the interview and deci- 
sion process. If its interest in you is 
strong enough, it often will. 

DON’T BACK OUT. Accepting an 
offer and then reneging is the 
“unpardonable sin” with recruit- 
ers, Karsh said. It greatly inconve- 
niences the employer, who has made 
plans based on your decision. The 
company has already turned down 
other applicants and will have to 
start all over again in the inter- 
view and hiring process. He still 
remembers a woman who did this 
to him years ago. Hiring manag- 
ers have really long memories for 
such things. (Seriously. “Until the 
day I die” were Karsh’s exact words.)

Job-hunt mistakes, 
from long resumes to 
expecting big bucks 

People believe some weird things. 

Like telepathy, astrology and 
ear candling. That it takes seven 
years for your body to digest chew- 
ing gum. Or that the devil can steal 
your soul when you sneeze. 

They also believe some strange 
things about job hunting. Here 
are some of the most common 
— and most damaging — job- 
seeking myths that young work- 
ers fall for: 

LONG RESUMES ARE IMPRESSIVE. No. 

In fact, they are ridiculous for some- 
one younger than 30. Excessively 
long resumes are consistently list- 
ed as a pet peeve in surveys of hir- 
ing managers, and yet people keep 
submitting them. Hiring managers 
barely have time to scan most of the 
resumes that come their way, much 
less read them line by line. Even if 
you get Margaret Atwood to ghost- 
write the thing for you, recruiters 
aren’t going to make it to the sec- 
ond page. Find a way to edit those 
internships, extracurricular activi- 
ties and classes into a clean, read- 
able one-page document. 

THE INTERNET IS THE BEST PLACE 
TO LOOK FOR JOBS. Sure, if your idea 
of “looking” for work is reading ads 
for jobs that you probably won’t get. 
Online listings are just a tiny frac- 
tion of the jobs out there. Other, often 
more fhiitful sources for leads include 
professional associations, specialized 
job fairs, your professors and career 
counselors, and places where you 
have been an intern. 

ENTRY-LEVEL SALARIES WILL BE SUF- 
FICIENT TO PAY BACK STUDENT LOANS. 

After all, the lenders would not have 
let you borrow all that money if they 
weren’t certain you would be able to 
pay it back with your post-gradua- 
tion paychecks, right? Afraid not. 
Student loans are an exception to 
the general lending principles that 
limit people to borrowing according 
to their earnings. The gap between 
how much college students expect 


to make when they graduate ver- 
sus their likely earnings, as well as 
the difference between how much 
they think they will owe when 
they’re done and what they real- 
ly wind up owing, continues to be 
frightening. 

AN MBA ALWAYS BRINGS BIG BUCKS 
AND PROMOTIONS. Of course, edu- 
cation isn’t usually a bad thing. 
But before you put the time and 
money into getting a graduate 
degree in business, have a specific 
goal in mind for life post-MBA, and 
make sure that particular credential 
is really necessary to get you there. 
In particular, run the numbers and 
see if the expected boost in pay is 
worth it. Look at your particular 
situation, not just averages. 

THERE’S NO POINT IN APPLYING 
FOR JOBS IN THE SUMMER. Or at 

Christmas. Or at whatever time 
you imagine hiring managers get 
to slack off Filling professional jobs 
isn’t like selling houses. The market 
isn’t seasonal. People quit and get 
promoted year round. When they 
do, they have to be replaced — even 
when recruiters would rather relax 
by the pool. So find another excuse 
for your own procrastination. 

IF YOU DON’T LIKE YOUR BOSS, YOU 
SHOULD QUIT. I used to believe this 
myself After all, life is short, right? 
Sure it is, but the tenure of really bad 


bosses is often even shorter. People 
move on. Sometimes you even get 
promoted to someone’s job when he 
or she leaves. Even if they stay, all 
hope isn’t lost. If you really like other 
aspects of a job, make the effort to 
learn to work with your obnoxious 
boss. Every job will require you to 
work with people whose personali- 
ties or work habits don’t suit you. 
The earlier in your career you learn 
to work around them, the better off 
you will be. 

IT’S ILLEGAL FOR AN EMPLOYER TO ... 

Honestly, you can insert just about 
anything here and you’d be wrong. 
U.S. employers have a lot of leeway 
in hiring, firing and promoting peo- 
ple, as long as they aren’t discrimi- 
nating against specifically protected 
classes of people, such as for race, 
gender, religion or age (this applies 
to people 40 and older, not teenag- 
ers or 20 -something college grads). 
Mere “favoritism,” while demoral- 
izing, is not illegal. Neither is a boss 
being an equal- opportunity jerk. 
Likewise, no laws in this country 
require employers to provide health 
insurance, vacation or sick leave, 
paid parental leave or raises. Some 
union contracts provide these pro- 
tections, but even those are rare. 

Not as rare as a four-leaf clover, 
of course. But for those who have 
one, they could very well prove a 
more reliable source of good luck.

As a budget analyst for the federal 
government, I work in a fairly conser- 
vative career field — and I uphold a 
pretty conservative and profession- 
al appearance at work. My question: 

I would like to get my nose pierced. 
Nothing obnoxious, just a teeny, tiny 
diamond stud. The only thing holding 
me back is what this might do for my 
future marketability. In the next year 
or so, I plan to begin looking for a 
supervisory position and I’m not sure 
whether people would take one look 
at me and say, “Not a chance.” What 
do you think? 

For me, a teeny, tiny stud is just 
fine. I’m a little biased. I think done 
right, it’s a very attractive look. It’s 
also a cultural norm for some, and 
so many people are used to seeing 
the pierced noses. If you want to, I 
say go for it. You dress profession- 
ally, I assume act professionally, 
and if it’s very small, some might 
not even notice. You might consider 
not wearing it to an interview. But 
my feeling is it’s your life, and if you 
want it, get it. Just make sure you 
know how to wear it (or not). 

I am a unemployed Capitol Hill 
staffer and have been out of work 
for eight months and really need to 
get ANY job to pay the mortgage, 
etc. Where would you suggest I 
look — temp agencies? Retail? I 
need something to also help me 
feel like my master’s degree is not 
going completely to waste. 

What do you want to do? Where 
are you looking? If you’re looking on 
the Hill, keep at it. They will still be 
staffing up now that the offices are 
settling in and figuring out what 
other positions need to be filled. 
Check out temp and placement 
firms in the area. 

There are some that are specific 
to Hill and political/lobbying jobs, 
like PoliTemps. You worked on the 
Hill. You must have a bunch of con- 
tacts in both former co-workers and 
bosses. Even if you’ve lost touch, it’s 
time to contact them again to ask 
for help. Get out and network. There 
are always events going on in our

area. Get to it. Tell family, friends, 
former colleagues and classmates 
that you’re looking. Some may have 
some leads for you. Check in with 
your alumni center. Drag yourself 
to alumni events. You never know 
who you might meet and who you 
can keep in touch with. People need 
workers, too. They’re not just doing 
you a favor. 

I have a co-worker who calls me 
“kiddo.” This drives me bonkers! 

I am 30; she is 40. Do you think 
it would be rude to just tell her to 
stop? I don’t want to come off as 
a pill, but it makes my skin crawl. 
Not only am I not a child, but I don’t 
think anyone over the age of 10 
should be referred to as a “kiddo” 

— and certainly not in a work envi- 
ronment! I am not sure exactly how 
to phrase it. 

Since I’m in my 30s, I should 
take that as a compliment, 
right?” Something like that seems 
doable. It might even be a way for 
you to think about it. This strikes 
me as something that you should 
just shrug off. If she’s not treating 
you like a child, get over it. 

I have a master’s degree and sever- 
al years of experience, and I want 
to move to the D.C. area and work 
in communications or government 
relations. How should I discuss my 
moving plans in my cover letters? 
Should I state that I am planning 
to move to the area and that I don’t 
expect an employer to pay for my 
move? What makes an interviewer 
decide to bring in an out-of-state 
applicant? 

We’ve had some good thoughts 


on this one lately. Make sure to say 
in your cover letter that you plan 
to move to D.C. in the near future, 
and that you plan to be in town over 
the next few weeks and would love 
to meet with someone. That way 
the paying for flights is sort of a 
moot point. 

Please help. I want to do the right 
thing, but feel I am walking a tight- 
rope. I have a job offer I am really 
excited about. The problem is that 
at my current job we are receiv- 
ing 2006 bonuses in early March. 
These payouts are substantial and 
I cannot walk away from it. Still, I’m 
worried about holding off my new 
employer too long, not to mention 
bad blood with my current employ- 
er, with whom I’d like to stay friend- 
ly. Any advice on how to handle 
this? 

If you want the new job, take it. 
You can’t put them off just to wait 
for your bonus. Bad form. 

For what it’s worth, I have two 
friends with teeny, tiny nose studs, 
and both of them work in total- 
ly buttoned-down environments. 
One is a defense contractor on a 
major military installation, and the 
other is in a big, male-dominated 
law firm. One took the stud out for 
interviews, but put it back in for 
her first day; the other has never 
taken hers out. Both are doing fine. 

Yep, that’s what I would expect. 
Thanks for the vote of confi- 
dence. 

I hate “thanks. ”lt drives me crazy 
when people end e-mails with

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“thanks” when it’s not appropriate. 
For example, “I saw that your light 
was on so I turned it off. Thanks.” 
or “I’ll give you a call before I leave. 
Thanks.” This all seems so unnec- 
essary that it almost dilutes the 
meaning of the word. I even know 
someone who has it in her auto- 
matic signature. 

That’s lovely. “I’d like to tell you 
that you are being downsized today. 
Thanks.” 

And that reminds me of anoth- 
er. How about “tnx.” Because some- 
times it’s too hard to type three 
more letters. 

Last week, a co-worker called me 
and asked a work related question 
late at night (she was working late, 
and I didn’t have to that night). This 
has happened often enough that 
it’s been a bother. I want to help 
her but a strongly believe that my 
time is just that — my time — not 
work time. I told her I didn’t enjoy 
the calls and she got a little defen- 
sive. She seems to feel that it is 
my responsibility to be “on call” at 
work when I think “you work when 
you work,” and don’t have obliga- 
tions outside of that. How would 
you recommend reconciling our 
two view points? 

If you think she’s going to do it 
to you again, lay it out: Hey there. 
I just wanted to let you know that 
I’m going home now. If you need 
me, I’ll be back in the office at 
8 a.m. tomorrow. If it’s an emer- 
gency, I’ll be at home and you can 
call me there. If it can wait, please 
let it wait until morning.” 

That way, you are available if 
she desperately needs you, like 
when you’re working on a project 
together that needs to be filed to 
your boss at 8:45 am. But you have 
put restrictions on it. Would that 
work for you? 

I must disagree with you about 
the nose piercing. Too many peo- 
ple believe that piercings, tattoos 
and the like are becoming “the 
norm” and this simply is not so. If 
you want to stand out in your office 
and be perceived as someone who 
is totally unprofessional, go ahead 
and get the nose ring. However, be 
prepared to be passed over for the 
interview and for the promotion. 

It is the unspoken law of the work- 
place — look, act and be profes- 
sional and conservative or you will 
not be welcomed. It is tradition; it 


is conservative; and right or wrong, 
it is not going to change anyway 
soon. 

I disagree. Obviously. You can 
still look and be professional even if 
you have your nose pierced. As I said 
(about a dozen times now), you can 
remove the stud when in an inter- 
view. The hole left behind is not big 
enough for people to notice. 

If people have to leave behind 
all of themselves to get a job, then I 
would think the workplace would be 
worse than a Dilbert cartoon. Dull, 


one- dimensional, boring. 

It is important to look profes- 
sional, which might mean covering 
up tattoos or removing piercings for 
an interview, presentation, meeting. 
There are options. I bet you work 
with people who have both and you 
have no idea. 

Amy, do employers really frown 
upon long breaks in employment 
history? I’m 25 and have held var- 
ious intern positions over the last 
four years. Recently, I’ve consid- 
ered moving overseas for a while 
and looking for a job that is not in 
my field before I eventually (hope- 
fully) settle into a more permanent 
position back in the U.S. Would this 
be detrimental to my future employ- 
ment outlook or are employers more 
forgiving than I think they are? 

It depends. But most employers 
are truly used to and accept a gap 
or two (or several) in the resume. 
In fact, they’ve probably been there 
themselves. If you want to go over- 
seas and can afford it, then you 
should go. You can always think of 
how your experiences pertain to the 
jobs you apply for when you return. 
It may be a selling point, in fact. 

I have an extremely sensitive and 
overweight middle-age female 
admin person who helps in my 
department part-time. She smells 
so bad (unwashed smell!) I want 
to throw up. No one else will com- 
plain about her. She came into my 
department last May, and I made 
a mistake by not saying something 
to her when she came here but she 
had been shuttled from one depart- 
ment to another (demoted by 


head boss) and can be emotional- 
ly unstable. I will need to approach 
my HR department to help me but 
of course this may very well ruin 
the relationship and trust I am try- 
ing to build with her and I am try- 
ing to help her confidence level 
in other areas. I feel I will be the 
bad guy no matter what happens. 
What do other people do in this sit- 
uation? We are moving in a few 
months to an office area where I 
will be stationed even closer to her 
physically. 


This is a job for human resourc- 
es, unless you are this person’s direct 
supervisor and think it would be 
better if she heard it from you. 

However, HR folks tell me they 
deal with this pretty constantly, and 
so may know a good way to han- 
dle it. All you can do after the con- 
versation is continue to work with 
her to build that confidence, let her 
know when she’s doing well. Help 
her when she needs help. Separate 
it from the smell issue, which, 
hopefully, HR can help her with. 
Good luck. 

I hope you can help me, Amy! I’m 
feeling very worried because I’m 
pregnant and I just discovered 
that I’m not eligible for the Family 
Medical Leave Act. I’ve been at 
my job for more than seven years, 
but for the past four months I’ve 
been on professional leave to do 
a fellowship. I have four more 
months of my fellowship and then 
just three months before my due 
date. So that’s not enough time to 
work the l,250 hours that FMLA 
requires. How do I discuss this with 
my employer? 

Unfortunately, the FMLA doesn’t 
apply to everyone. You have to hope 
your employer will provide you with 
some leave — paid or unpaid. Do 
you have vacation time? Sick leave? 
Perhaps you can use that. Come up 
with a solution yourself before you 
go in to talk to your boss. You’ve 
been an employee for seven years. 
What can you offer them? Prepare 
a temp replacement for the next few 
months? Get extra work done? The 
more prepared you are with a solu- 
tion, the better off you’ll be.
